This is but a partial enumera- 
tion of the important matters that 
have been inexcusably neglected by 
Congress during a long seawiou of 
seven months.

ure to give the country needed legisla- 
tion the (Democratic) House is deserv- 
ing of more censure than the Senate.

party 40 members of tha Senate, or a 
najority of four. 
On tbe 3d of next 


March the terms of twenty-six Bitting 
Senators will expha—fourteen Demo- 
crats and eleven Republicans, Four 
Democrats have already been elected as 
successors for retiring Senators of that 
party--JJlackburu, Eustis, Wilson and 
Payne, in place of Williams, Jones, 
Groorna and Pendleton—and one Re- 
publican has been elected to succeed 
Slater, Democrat, of Oregon. So that 
the Republicans have already made n 
gain of one, and should each party re- 
tain the seals it now holds by electing 
successors to its rathing members, the 
next Senate would stand 41 Republicans 
to 35 Democrats. Of the retiring Sena- 
tors, whose successors have uot been 
elected, it is quite certain that seven 
will give way to Democrats, viz: Ala- 
bama, 
Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, 


Missouri, North Carolina nud South 
Curolina. These, with the four already 
chosen, make the Democrats quite sure 
of eleven of tho fourteen places they 
must vacate. One seat they have al- 
ready lost, and the two doubtful ones 
are "California and Indiana, now held 
by Farley and Vooraees respectively. 
Of the eleven seats to be vacated by 
Republicans it is safe to estimate that 
Colorado, Iowa, Kansas, New Hamp- 
shire, Pennsylvania and Vermont, six 
States, will return Republicans, Wis- 
consin, perhaps, may be classed like- 
wise, leaving, of the coming Senatorial 
vacancies on the Republican side, Con- 
necticut, Illinois, 
Nevada and New 


York in doubt. These, with Indiana 
and California, make six States in 
which tha battle for control of the next 
Senate must be fonght.
